BOARDING    AND    ROOMS. 

The  prevailing  price  of  board  in  families  is  three  dollars  per 
week.  This  includes  rooms,  fuel  and  light,  but  not  washing. 
Pupils  can  rent  rooms  and  board  themselves  much  cheaper,  but  this 
course  involves  so  much  labor  and  care  as  to  make  it  difficult  for 
them  to  keep  up  with  their  classes.  Self-boarders  are  apt  to  fall  into 
irregular  habits  in  eating  and  sleeping,  and  loss  of  health  is  the  con- 
sequence. Those  who  have  strong  constitutions,  who  are  well  pre- 
pared for  the  classes  which  they  enter,  who  can  adopt  rules  and  live 
up  to  them,  can  board  themselves  successfully.  No  others  should 
attempt  it,  as  it  will  be  sure  to  result  in  failure  or  loss  of  health. 


TEXT    BOOKS. 

Pupils  must  furnish  their  own  books  ;  ink,  pens,  crayons,  draw- 
ing material,  etc.,  are  furnished  by  the  school.  Those  who  apply 
for  examination  should  bring  foolscap  paper  and  a  No.  3  pencil  with 
them. 
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DISMISSAL. 

Every  pupil  who  takes  the  pledge  promises  to  remain  at  least 
one  term,  unless  specially  excused  by  the  Principal.  No  pupil  will 
be  granted  an  honorable  dismissal  during  the  term  except  Cor  the 

following  reasons  : 

1.  To  engage  in  teaching. 

2.  Sickness  of  himself  or  family. 

3.  Other  equally  imperative  causes. 

Any  pupil  leaving  without  the  consent  of  the  Principal,  will  be 
considered  under  eensure,  and  will  not  be  permitted  to  return  with- 
out acknowledging-  his  fault  and  signing  the  pledge  anew. 


TERMS     OF    ADMISSION. 

1.  Pupils  must  be  at  least  fifteen  years  of  age. 

2.  They  must  pledge  themselves  to  observe  all  the  regulations 
of  the  school ;  to  teach  two  years  in  the  public  schools  of  the  State, 
and  to  report  semi-annually  to  the  Principal  until  the  pledge  is  ful- 
filled. 

3.  They  must  pursue  the  prescribed  course  of  study ;  no 
pledged  pupil  will  be  allowed  to  take  an  irregular  course. 

4.  All  applicants  must  undergo  examination  and  be  assigned  to 
such  classes  as  their  attainments  show  them  best  fitted  to  enter. 


EXCEPTIONS. 

So  long  as  the  school  is  not  crowded,  pupils  desiring  to  take  an 
irregular  course  can  do  so  by  paying  tuition  at  the  rate  of  $16.00  per 
year.  They  will  be  admitted  solely  upon  examination,  and  must 
choose  such  studies  only  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  Principal  they 
can  profitably  pursue. 
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PREPARATORY    CLASS. 

Many  pupils  who  apply  for  admission  are  not  able  to  enter  the 
Normal  department.  (Such  pupils  generally  have  no  opportunity  to 
make  better  preparation  ;  to  send  them  home  is  to  close  the  Normal 
School  permanently  against  them.  To  accommodate  such  applicants, 
we  have  organized  a  Preparatory  Class,  which  they  can  enter  by  pay- 
ing tuition  at  the  rate  of  $16.00  per  year.  The  instruction  given 
will  be  with  special  reference  to  the  Normal  course  and  will  articu- 
late with  the  C.  Class.  Any  one  reaching  the  required  grade  in  the 
Preparatory  Class  at  the  close  of  the  year  will  be  admitted  to  the  C. 
Class  without  further  examination.  All  tuition  must  be  paid  in  ad- 
vance ;  one-half  at  the  beginning,  and  the  remainder  at  the  middle 
of  the  term. 


A     WORD     OF    ADVICE. 

Many  persons,  who  have  studied  all  the  branches  required  for 
admission,  are  astonished  and  disappointed  at  their  rejection.  Their 
failure  arises  either  from  superficial  study  or  from  the  fact  that  they 
have  not  consulted  their  books  for  a  long  time,  and  thus  have  lost 
the  skill  and  readiness  which  they  once  possessed.  If  such  persons 
would  carefully  review  their  studies  before  applying  for  examina- 
tion, the  result  would  be  more  satisfactory,  both  to  themselves  and 
to  the  examiners.  A  fair  knowledge  of  the  common  branches,  more 
specifically,  Spelling,  Reading.  Writing,  Arithmetic,  Grammar, 
Geography  and  U.  S.  History,  is  required  for  admission  to  the  C. 
Class.  Those  designing  to  attend  the  Normal  School  should  give 
attention  to  all  of  these  studies,  as  failure  in  one  may  prevent  them 
from  entering  when  they  are  otherwise  prepared.  It  is  not  an  un- 
common thing  to  find  candidates  quite  well  prepared  in  Arithmetic 
who  have  never  studied  Grammar,  and  the  consequence  is  they  must 
either  take  an  irregular  course  or  go  to  the  Preparatory  Class.  It  is 
to  be  hoped  that  some  definite  course  of  study  for  our  district  schools 
will  soon  be  adopted  and  enforced  by  law  ;  it  is  as  necessary  for  the 
symmetrical  development  of  those  who  graduate  from  them,  as  it  is 
convenient  for  those  who  enter  higher  institutions.  Not  much 
arithmetic  is  necessary  to  meet  the  demands  of  unprofessional  life  ; 
good  language  adorns  all  positions. 
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LIBRAB7     .l.\  D     APPARATUS. 

During  the  past  year  this  Institution  has  been  furnished  with 
all  the  chemical  and  physical  apparatus  necessary  to  illustrate  the 
course  of  study  adopted.  Our  apparatus  is  new  and  of  the  latest 
quality;  no  better  can  be  found  in  Minnesota,  and  the  Mankato 
Normal  School  is  now  prepared  to  teach  Natural  Science  as  fully  as 
any  other  institution  of  like  grade,  In  the  state.  Our  library  is  yet 
deficient,  but  it  will  be  fully  supplied  during  the  coming  year.  The 
building-  has  been  repaired  inside  and  out,  and  presents  a  neat  and 
home-like  appearance.  It  is  itself  a  constant  lesson  on  neatness 
and  order. 


DISCIPLINE. 

Discipline  is  of  two  kinds;  one  secures  temporary  obedience, 
by  the  mere  pressure  of  authority  ;  the  other  secures  permanent  self- 
control  by  presenting  lofty  motives,  and  awaking  aspirations  after 
usefulness  inlife.  The  discipline  which  terminates  at  the  close  of 
the  school,  is  of  but  little  use ;  that  which  adheres  through  life, 
crowns  it  with  success.  That  discipline  which  is  maintained  with 
the  least  show  of  expedients  and  professional  machinery,  is  the  best, 
because  the  pupil,  depending  upon  himself  rather  than  his  surround- 
ings, feels  the  transition  but  slightly  when  he  passes  out  of  the  su- 
pervision of  his  teachers.  Our  system  aims  not  so  much  to  secure 
external  obedience,  as  to  implant  the  disposition  to  yield  it,  feeling  as- 
sured if  the  latter  be  secured,  the  former  will  follow  as  a  necessary 
consequence.  As  the  power  to  acquire  knowledge  is  the  true  object 
of  education,  so  the  power  of  self-control  should  be  the  true  object 
of  discipline.  This  is  especially  true  of  a  school  for  teachers,  be- 
cause no  one  can  control  others  who  cannot  control  himself. 

We  have  always  endeavored  to  inspire  obedience  and  loyalty 
from  a  sense  of  duty,  and  as  a  condition  of  success  in  life  ;  this  we 
believe  to  be  the  central  idea  of  all  school  discipline.     A  conspicu- 
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ous  display  of  signals  and  class  maneuvers  is  well  calculated  to 
arouse  the  admiration  of  the  uninitiated,  but  it  is  not  discipline  ;  it 
does  not  impart  strength  of  character,  it  does  not  arouse  enthusiasm, 
it  does  not  quicken  a  single  moral  sense.  It  is  a  species  of  educa- 
tional ritualism  pushed  to  the  limits  of  absurdity,  and  a  wholesome 
reaction  is  already  setting  in  against  it.  We  do  nothing  to  amuse  or 
astonish,  but  all  to  cultivate,  strengthen  and  inspire.  We  enforce 
authority  only  so  far  as  it  is  necessary  to  secure  efficient  government, 
and  any  one  who  will  not  submit  to  this,  can  have  no  place  among  us.

CONCLUSION. 


After  years  of  trial,  and  anxiety,  of  things  pleasant  and  un- 
pleasant, I  now  lay  down  the  Principalship  which  I  reluctantly  and 
somewhat  timidly  assumed  seven  years  ago.  Measured  by  absolute 
results,  I  am  not  satisfied  with  the  outcome  of  these  best  years  of 
my  life,  but  considering  the  difficulties  which  had  to  be  overcome,  I 
am  not  at  all  disheartened.  No  man  can  look  over  seven  years  of 
life  in  a  responsible  and  often  trying  position,  and  not  discover  mis- 
takes ;  but  had  I  those  seven  years  to  repeat,  the  record  would  not 
differ  materially  from  that  already  made.  T  have  always  acted  con- 
scientiously, according  to  my  best  judgment,  and  this,  as  I  under- 
stand it,  is  the  full  measure  of  my  responsibility.  To  the  teachers 
who  have  been  connected  with  the  school — especially  those  who  have 
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been  with  me  from  the  first  belongs,  in  large  measure,  whatever  of 
success  has  been  achieved.  My  interest  in  the  Mankato  Norma] 
school  cannot  cease  with  my  resignation;  it,  has  too  long  been  an 
object  o(  solicitude  and  care,  to  be  thus  peremptorily  dismissed  from 
thought. 

I  bespeak  for  my  successor  a  warm  welcome,  hearty  co-operation 
from  teachers  and  citizens,  respect,  and  obedience  from  pupils,  and 
a  career  of  prosperity  which  shall  place  this  institution  foremost 
among  the  Normal  Schools  oJ  the  Northwest.  My  work  in  this 
special  line  of  instruction,  great  as  it  is,  I  now  lay  aside — mo3t 
probably  forever — for  another  which  I  deem  of  even  greater  im- 
portance. To  the  Resident  Director,  teachers  and  pupils  with 
whom  I  have  been  so  long  and  pleasantly  associated,  an  affectionate 
and  final  farewell.
